Our Shipping Interests. 


During the reign of Radicalism in this 
country for the last eight or ten years, 
there has been a steady decline in the 
shipping interests of the country. And 
each day it continues. This stands out a 
salient evil of Radical policy—an un- 
doubted disastrous result of Radlcal rule. 

It has bothered the Solomons of black 
Republicanism no little to change this 
thing. The truth is, that it is simply the 
consequence of a theory pernicious in its 
whole ramifications. Radicalism is all 
wrong, built upon a wrong basis, con- 
structed of wrong principles, and inevita- 
bly bad results. 

It destroys constitutional government, 
it breeds excessive taxation, it creates and 
keeps alivee huge public debt, it stirs up 
war in time of peace, it overrides law, it dis- 
regards the consentof the governed. And 
among the special evils it accomplishes 
the destruction of our once magnificent 
and valuable shipping interests. 

Congress appointed a committee to look 
into the causes of this thing. That com- 
mitte is now holding its meetings in the 
New York Custom House. 

The discussions have been interesting. 
It was contended that free trade in ships 
was necded, that the American registry of 
foreign built ships should be allowed, and 
not prohibited, as is now done, so that 
American shipowners can buy ships where 
they please; that ship stores should be free 
of duty here as they are in England. 

The New York Ship Owners’ Association 
was before the Committee, and contended 
against free trade in ships. 

it is surmised that the committee will 
recommend Congress to re-pass the old law, 
that ships under our flag must have three- 
fourths American seamen, and that vessels 
can be transferred back that. during the 
war, were placed under foreign tlags by 
American ship owners. 

The latter thing should never have been 


prevented.

WOMEN IN COUNCIL. 


Shirley Dare on the Situation— 
— and Fancies for the Fash- 


Despite the raw ‘ahd breezy weather of 


‘yesterday afternoon, the devoted apostles 


of the woman’s suffrage church came to- 
gether in comforting force, at the bureau in 
Twenty-third strect. There was a fair 
show of Fall fashions, of rare, if not rich, 
variety. One young lady wore a sailor's 
hat and a tuck around plaid shawl, such as 
members of the Alpine Club flutter in the 
fleecy atmosphere of Meunt Blanc. An- 
other wore a black and white plaid mantle, 
resembling the ebony board ina school 
room, covered with trigonometrical dia- 
grams in chalk. Both designs were highly 
admired for their picturesque originality. 
Miss Anthony was dressed much. as usual, 
with a chaste yet careless cleganee. Mrs. 
Stanton presided. 

Miss Shirley Dare, an authoress of serial 
fame, a Sorosian and a stranger to the suf- 
frage bureau, was introduced, and read an 
essay with the interrogative caption. 
“What Shall Women doto Gain Suffrage ?” 
the burden, proof and reply being that 
women are but half educated, consequently 
fail of efliclency in the work or business 
they undertake, and that when they qual- 
ify themselyes, as men do, for the positions 
to which their natures are fitted, they can 
claim, with great foree of argument, to 
share in the political privileges of the male 
sex. Miss Dare supplemented her essay 
With a few wayward remarks, prettily de- 
livered, on woman’s ways generally. 

Mrs. Blake objected to an assertion in 
the essay that women could never be got 
to act in harmonious concert. She agreed, 
however, with the general drift that wo- 
men were but very poorly educated. Most 
part of young girls’ lives was devoted to 
catching a beau and a liusband, to the neg- 
lect of those simple attainments in domes- 
tic knowledge which are so lamentably 
overlooked now-a-days by girls entering 
the matrimonial sphere. Mrs. Blake went 
on very feelingly to point out the many 
wants in life which women might better 
themselves by embracing, if they would 
only study todo so. She knew a lovely 
woman once who said if she had only the 
opportunity.she would like to be a carpen- 
ter; there was something so exact and 
clean and nice about the business. Mrs. 
Blake proceeded to cnumerate a variety 
of trades where women might take a hand 
In. 

Mrs. Stanton suggested shoemaking as 
one that had been overlooked. 

Mrs. Blake apologized for thé omission, 
and waxed eloquent on the soul-inspiring 
theme. She continued, with g jaunty ease 
of manner and unrufiled fluency of address, 
to paint the inanities of female life in the 
present age. In the domestic circle woman 
was housemaid and seamstress all the time 
—always sewing and neverreaping. Out- 
side she was a mere butterfly of fashion, 
and so on. 

After a few remarks from the Chair (Mrs. 
Stanton) on the pure, true and noble stan- 
dard to which women ought to clevate 
themselves, the meeting adjourned.—N. ¥.

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A Corn Panie---Its Eftects in the 
West and in New York. 


There is excitement and * downward ten- 
dency” in the grain market at Chicago. 
The Monday evening papers of that city 
furnish the following p:urticulars. The 
Chicago Journal says: 

Grain comes in more rapidly than want- 
ed for shipment, under our recent pecuni- 
ary derangements, and there have been but 
few. here who could command money 
enough to buy to hold. Our weakness has 
reacted on New York and sent that market 
down, while Liverpool! has caught the same 
infection. Wall street gambling was the 
cause, but the proximate cause arose in Chi- 
cago. There was a good deal of short trad- 


others equally willing to buy, but witha 
decided preference for the buyer's vption, 
which made buyer the month worth a 
great deal more than seller do. — 

With reference to the condition of the 
banks, under this favorable condition of 
things, the writer says: 

The strain on the banks of this city, pro- 
duced by the large amount of grain which 
has accumulated here, has been heavy, 
The panic in New York deprived the flour 
aud grain dealers of New York City and 
State of the facilities of doing business. 
because they could not get accommoda- 
tions to pay sight bills drawn on them to 
pay for grain shipped from here. There 
has been any quantity of orders here to 
buy grain, to be paid for by bills drawn at 
thirty days, and it is useless for the banks 
of this city, without an increase of capital, 
to attempt to furnish funds for the whole 
of the transactions in grain from the hands 
of the producer to the consumer in the 
Eastern and foreign markets. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer saysof wheat: 
Advices from other points have been of 
an unfavorable character, and the orders 
have generally been withdrawn. The city 
millers are, in most cases, limiting their 
purchases to immediate wants, as they have 
not much confidence see! py and the 
present rates for flour afford them no profit. 
rhe receipts of wheat have not been large, 
and the supply has not exceeded the de- 
mand, and there being more disposition to 
sell, concessions were in some Cases grant-

The priees of corn are lower. The dis- 
tillers have: been buying pretty freely at 
the interior points, and are not in the mar- 
ket to any extent at present, and the de- 
mand from the local dealers is not equal to 
the receipts. 

The New York Express says: The late 
financial crisis in Wall street, which has 
demoralized speculation, is now gradually 
extending to the channels of legitimate 
business. The New York merchants com- 
plain of a steady falling offin trade, when 
the fa'l business ought to be very active 
(fn Baltimore it is very fair.) Advices 
from different sections of the country 
speak of business being unsatisfactory, 
while in some great depression exists. The 
latter is particularly applicable to the 
grain trade at Chicago and other lake ports. 
Under the heavy decline in grain atthe 
West, producers are‘not sending their grain 
to market freely at present, and this is 
clearly seen in the decreasing earnings of 
the Western railroads, while the farmer 
continues in debt to the Western merchant, 
and the Western merchant in turn is una- 
ble to liquidate his indebtedness to the 
Eastern merchant. Thus it will be seen 
that the depression in the grain trade af- 
fects injuriously, the great railway and 
mercantile interests of the country, the 
ramifications of which are extensive.

We know that many of them are doing 
every thing in their power to acquire an 
education themselves, and to educate their 
children, still with the lights before ts, we 
think that much more might be done, and 
will, we believe, be done, if our people can 
be made to understand the vast importance 
of this subject to theinselves and their pos 
terity. 

We have the honor, therefore, to recom- 
mend tothe members of this Convention, 
and the people of Georgia, that in the fu- 
ture more attention be given to this sub- 
ject, and that in every neighborhood the 
heads ot families and others interested in 
the education and elevation of the colored 
race. unite themselves together for the 
purpose of establishing schovls for them- 
selves and children. The well-known 
maxim. * United we stand, divided we 
fall,” holds good with us in the work of ed- 
We must work together, so that 
the strong may help the weak, and all 
prosper together. We recommend that 
such arrangement be made by this Conven- 
tion as they nay deem necessary, to assist 
the people in securing teachers, and that a 
committee be appointed to memorialize the 
General Assembly of this State, at its next 
session, to at once pass the necessary laws 
to carry into effect that part of the Consti- 
tution of Georgia which provides that there 
shall be a public school law. We would 
further recommend to our people to employ 
no one to teach their children unless they 
be of good, moral character, believing, as 
we do, that it would greatly retard their 
elevation morally, to do so.

As a citizen of Alabama, I respectfully 
request, that you will cause a uniform rate 
of treight to be established by your roads, 
and grant loaded and empty cars of all 
Railroad —— equal facilities while 
coming to, and going from our city. 

A desire to have the railroads leading 
from the Capital of our State, solvent and 
paying institutions prevents me from re- 
questing you to establish a uniform rate at 
the low figures now charged persons who 
are shipping by the favored line.

It is thought he al- 
luded to the false, corrupt and fraudulent 
obtaining of warrants upon the State 
Treasurer by virtue of an act of the Gener- 
al Assembly, approved 1868, for the relief 
of volunteers who served under General 
Jackson at the battle of New Orleans.” 

New York, Oct. 21.—Five Spanish gun- 
boats came to this port from Mystic, under 
convoy of a revenue cutter and yacht 
Anna, and have been placed wnder surveil- 
lance.
